U nited Slates Senate. 


W a s h i n g t o n , January 17:h.—Cameron of 
Wisconsin introduced a bill to authorize the 
cutting and sale of dead and damaged timber 
on Indian reservations, under the direction 
of the Interior Dopaitm ent. 
D avís of Illinois introduced a resolution 
to perm it W ard H unt, of the Supreme 
Court, to retire. 
Beck resumed bis argument on the pen­ 
sion law, and unde n vigorous speech agaihst 
the adoption of Ingalls’ resolution th at it 
should not be repealed. 
The subject was then dropped for the pres­ 
ent. 
Sherman’s funding bill was then taken up, 
and l ’lumb argued tor cutting down the re­ 
demption fund and stopping the interest. 
Teller was opposed to the bill, not because 
be thought the bonds could not be sold, but 
because he was disinclined to continue this 
everlasting tinkering of the finances, aud 
failed to see th at refunding would be of any 
advantage to the Government. 
Pendleton supported Vest’s amendment, 
being a copy of Carlisle’s amendment. 
Ha 
attacked the national hanks as a monopoly and 
a Btrong political faction that bad defeated 
the legislation of both houses, and th at with 
$450,000.000 of capital h id in twelve year-: 
divided $550,000,000 of profits, aud reported 
a surplus cf $128,000,000. 
Adjourned. 
House of R epresentatives. 
W ashington, January 17th.—H arris of 
Massachusetts, Chairman of the Naval A f­ 
fairs Committee, reported a resolution direct­ 
ing the 
Secretary of the Navy to trans­ 
m it to the House all correspondence in that 
Departm ent relative to tha Chiriqui coaling- 
station and the appropriation for the pur­ 
chase thereof, and requesting him to withhold 
all payment for such station until such infor­ 
mation has been laid before the House and 
action had by Congress. 
Adopted. 
Beliord moved to amend Kule 14, to pre­ 
vent a member who has the floor from allow­ 
ing others to occupy his time. 
Referred. 
Diugley offered a resolution instructing the 
Committee on Commerce to inquire what 
change of law c3n be made to afford relief to 
the merchant marine engaged in the foreign 
carrying trade, and what measures can be 
adopted to promote shipbuilding and other 
commercial interests. 
Referred. 
Belmont offered a resolution requesting the 
President to eend to the House the corre­ 
spondence between the U nited States and its 
diplomats since April, 1879, relating to the 
efforts of this Government to effect peace be­ 
tween Chile, Peru and Bolivia. 
Referred. 
Valentine offered a resolution that the In ­ 
dian Agents remain in full force aud effect 
until their successors are appointed. Referred. 
The call of committees was continued. 
Robeson called for the report of the Com­ 
m ittee on Rules, increasing the membership 
of various committees of the Houso. 
He 
stated that thirteen committees, whose mem­ 
bership it was proposed to increase, had be­ 
fore them now nearly 90 per cent, of all the 
business of the House. 
As Robeson concluded these remarks he 
demanded the previous question. 
A storm of “ noes ” came from all part3 of 
the chamber, aud the confusion was very 
great, three or four members speaking at the 
same time, and several others being on their 
feet w ith parliam entary inquiries. 
As soon as he could be beard, Robeson de­ 
clared th at bis intention was to have the pre­ 
vious question ordered, and then give the 
fullest possible debate : and he further stated 
that he wished thereby to cut off amend­ 
ments. 
“ Then let us vote it down,” cried 
several members, while Robinson of M assa­ 
chusetts said : “ I hope gentlemen will not 
undertake to put on this House for guidance 
the voice of the Committee on Rule*. 
Have 
we not any rights here as members?” 
Robeson, however, insisted on his demand 
for the previous question, but Ruliiuson of 
New York, before the question could bs sub­ 
mitted, moved to lay the whole subject on 
the table. 
The motion was lost—ayes 23, noes 124. 
Robeson then stated th at on behalf of the 
Committee od Rules he would recede from 
his position and withdraw the demand for 
the previous question. 
Pag9 offered an amendment th at the Com­ 
mittee on Im provement of the Mississippi 
R iver shall uot have authority to report ap­ 
propriations on th at subject. 
Robeson said there was no intention to 
give, the committee th at power. 
Kelly offered an amendment to strike out 
the clause increasing tho_ membership of the 
W ays and Means Committee. 
H utchins opposed the re|>ori of the Com­ 
mittee on Rules. 
H e spoke in a very sar­ 
castic manner, and pointed cut w hat ho 
called the incongruities existing iu the forma­ 
tion cf tho committee. 
Kaason also opposed the report of the C >m 
mittee on Rules. 
So far as he knew, this 
motion did not coma from gentlemen who 
feci themselves misplaced, or not placed prop­ 
erly. 
Very little complaint had come to his 
ears from members of the Home. That 'here 
was dissatisfaction, undoubtedly was the fact. 
I t m ight be more or might be les3 than ex­ 
isted heretofore. 
He advocated measure* by 
which the House should bs charged with the 
duty of appointing committees. 
I t would be 
no disrespect to the Speaker, 
lie had don 
the dnty. always embarrassing, imposed on 
him by the rules, and such measures would 
relieve him from that embarrass rent. 
T hat 
inducement to bribery by offers of places in 
the election of Speaker should be done away 
with once and forever. 
[Applause.] Every 
Speaker ought to be removed from tem pta­ 
tion. 
Orth then offered, as a substitute for the 
committee report, his amendment for the 
election, at the beginning of each Congress, 
of a Commission to assign membership on 
the committees. 
He disclaimed disrespect to 
the Speaker or an attem pt to disorganize the 
present House, but wai ted the House to 
resume its proper power. 
H e could, as 
Speaker, r.o constitute the Banking Commit­ 
tee as to destroy every national bank in the 
country. 
Kelly moved to table tho report of the 
Committee on Rules. 
Reed combated O rth’s substitute, and pre­ 
dicted wonderful log-rolling if it should be 
adopted. 
Kelly’s motion was lost—140 to 107. 
Adjourned. 
Ex-Senator Sargent a n d C alifornia Mil* 
c u ita re . 


W a s h i n g t o n , January 17th.—Iu his ad­ 
dress on California viticulture to-day in the 
National Convention of Agriculturists, cx- 
Senator Sargent sketched the geographical 
feature*, arable area, climate and produc­ 
tions of tbe State, and showed how varied 
and im portant her productions »re. 
He 
referred to the early impression of California, 
and Daniel W ebster's declaration 
in his 
famous 7th of M arch speech th at it was un­ 
necessary to app!y_ the 
W ilmot proviso 
to 
the barren territory out of which tbe 
State was to be carved, as nature bad erected 
a perpetual barrier stronger than legislation 
could devise. Of all tbe crowds that poured 
by every avenue into California in the arg> 
naut days, imbued with young life and hope, 
none d earned of the agricultural possibilities 
of the future. 
I t was early discovered that 
the wide plains, over which listless cattle 
roamed at will, would respond to cultivation, 
and the wheat production in time rivaled 
th at of gold. 
Then fruit trees and vines be­ 
gan to be cultivated, and nature laughed 
as she handed back abundant and luscious 
returns. 
The yield of grapes waa found 
to be 
phenomenal from 
tbe border of 
Mexico to M ount Shasta. 
H e spoke of the 
hardihood of the wine, its comparative freedom 
from pests and facility of cultivation. 
W ith 
such an abundance of raw material, the at­ 
tention of the pioneers was early turned to 
wine-making. Everywhere there waa anxiety 
to learn how to rats* kite crude product* to 


the dignity and desirability of a marketable 
commodity. The first experiments were quite 
a failure. 
Even the patriotic Californian, 
who is supposed to be ready to attest to the 
excellence of anything emanating from his 
S ’ate, could but 
adm it th at the purity 
of 
the 
materials 
did not compensate 
for the 
fiery 
acidity. 
The 
soil 
was 
too generous, the burden of alcohol too 
great. The workers were without experience. 
I he result was to give California wine a black 
eye, and many abandoned tbe badness. 
Bu 
there were others who persevered. 
They im 
ported the best varieties of vinos. 
They ex 
perioiented iu modes of culture, in the effect 
of different soils, in the results from selected 
grapes, etc. 
They introduced experienced 
workmen of France and Germany, and by 
enlightened and costly effort have gone far 
to solve the great problem of producing good 
wines, and have even conquered prejudice 
aud skepticism. 
The number of acr.s iu Cal­ 
ifornia producing grapes is 50,000. 
As many 
more 
acres 
have 
been 
set 
out 
the 
past 
year, 
which 
will 
bear 
iu 
four 
years. 
The last vintage w£ s $9,000,000; 
value to producers, $3.000,000 
The value of 
brandy and raisins was $1 500,000. 
Three 
hundred thousand dollars’ tax on brandy is 
ancuilly collected in California. 
I ’art of this 
sum, be contended, should be set apart for 
Government experimental vintage. 
He re­ 
ferred to the ravages of phylloxera in Prance, 
and sxid th at at this moment, when the pro­ 
duction in Europe is falling off, California 
steps forward as the Frar.c9 of America 
Discipline is taming the fiery spirit of its 
wine, and uniting to their acknowledged 
purity 
the 
delicacy 
and subtleness 
of 
the 
best foreign 
productions. 
Certain 
California wines 
are already sold nader 
their own brand*, and a vast quantity of ours 
is sent to the Eastern Statr* and sold as for­ 
eign wine—not less than 5,004 C00 gallons. I t 
would be well far Eastern health if nothing 
more than the labels was changed. 
He re­ 
ferred to the French adulteration of wines 
and the product being allowed to be exported, 
but prohibited from sale for consumption iu 
France under severe penalties. 
By this fact 
we should take warning, and avoid the dys- 
pepsies, Bright’s disease and dropsies Bold 
under some French brands. 
Against such 
villainous compounds he placed pure Califor­ 
nia wines. 
Adulteration would not pay iu 
California. 
The address was warmly applauded, and 
ltd to an interei-ting debate, participated in by 
numerous delegates. 
M any questions wero 
asked th* orator us to the kind of grapes 
grown in California, its climate as adapted to 
grape culture, and the liabilities to diseases in 
the fruit, to all of which he made ready 
iswers. 
M inister K ilpatrick's Funeral.

The funeral ceremonies were ordered by the 
Chilean Government, and were conducted by 
the Chilean Secretary of State, aB.-isted by 
the French M inister and tho Dean of the Di­ 
plomatic Corps, President of the Chilean 
House of Representatives, and the Consul- 
General from the United States. The funeral 
services were held iu the Cathedral, the larg­ 
est Catholic church edifice in Santiago.

gard the expostulations of th e Shaftes- 
bury-C anterbnry party 
as 
im pertinent. 
Probably they will return entirely grave 
and conrteons answ ers to the appeal, and 
w ill assure th eir petitioners th a t it is quite 
a m istake to suppose th a t the Jew s have 
been persecuted at a l l ; 
b u t th a t if any­ 
thing of th e kind has peradventure been 
done in some remote corner of th e Empire, 
it shall be rectified forthw ith. 
A nd hav­ 
ing satisfied th e requirem ents of th e case 
th e Czar will tell his M inister to see th at 
some more Jew ish quarters are sacked, 
and th a t the mob display less forbearance 
to those wicked peop’e the next time. 
T hat is about th e way they generally do 
things in Russia, b u t perhaps Lord Shaftes­ 
bury may have b etter fortune than the or­ 
dinary petitioners 
of 
th a t semi-savage 
power. 


THE 
PANAMA 
CANAL. 


A ery little is¿>eing heard from Les6eps 
a t present, b u t such occasional news as 
com et from the Isthm us of Panam a indi­ 
cates th at the work of construction is be 
ing prosecuted slowly, and th a t difficulties, 
both of execution and financial, are accu­ 
m ulating. 
A strike has been caused among 
th e w orkingm en by an attem p t to reduce 
their wages still further. 
They are only 
receiving about a doHar and a half a day, 
and th a t is very poor pay to cover th e 
risk of death from fever. 
B ut the fin#ict8 
of the canal company are said to be in a 
dubious condition, and th e slow progress 
of the work on the Isthm us is both a result 
and a cause of the dissatisfaction th at pre­ 
vails, 
Lesseps was thoroughly at home in 
all the prelim inary w ork of pulling the en­ 
terprise 
and 
publishing 
glowing 
and 
im aginative financial prospectuses, bu t now 
th a t the canal has to be dug, and th a t it is 
impossible to evade the real difficulties of 
th e undertaking, he appears to be having 
less success. 
How much was actually sub­ 
scribed has never been known, for of 
course the statem ents of Lesseps and his 
agents on th at head could not be accepted. 
Rum ors, however, have found th eir way 
into circulation to the effect th a t th e en­ 
terprise has not been taken np w ith any 
enthusiasm by the great capitalists of 
Europe, and the tru th of these reports 
seems to b? borne out by the m anner in 
which the work drag». 


Crops look rem arkably well in this sec­ 
tion of the country, although rain is need­ 
ed.

A San Francisco p a p tr attem pts to defend 
th e system of Protection, bu t w ith argu­ 
m ents w hich conclusively prove th a t it 
does not know w hat it is talking about. I t 
s ilem nly declares th a t “ The effect of free 
“ trade or of a tariff which would seriously 
“ im pair th is protection would be either 
“ to close our m anufactures or reduce the 
“ wages of operatives to the low standard of 
“ wages in the old w orld.” Now, as a m at­ 
te r of fact, the wages of the American 
operative are to-day lower th an those of 
th e English m echanic ; for while they are 
nom inally from ten to fifteen per cent, 
higher, th eir purchasing power 
is from 
forty to fifty per cent. less. 
In some 
occupations in N ew England indeed they 
are n ot even nom inally higher, as was 
show n a short tim e ago in the pam phlet 
which Mr. Blaine issued from the State 
D epartm ent on the cotton trade. 
The 
pretenBe therefore th a t free trade or a rea­ 
sonable tariff would dim inish the wages of 
the American operative has no foundation in 
fact, and as an argum ent possesses no value. 
The other pretense, th a t a change in the 
tariff 
would 
“ close our m anufactures,” 
is 
equally 
false. 
The Protectionists 
them selves 
have 
never 
claimed 
th at 
th eir system ought to be m aintained in p e r­ 
manence. 
They have asserted th a t it wa? 
only justifiable for th e purpose 
of es­ 
tablishing struggling industries, and they 
have adm itted th a t when those industries 
were established they ought to stand alone. 
To say th a t Am erican m anufactures cannot 
exist w ithout Protection is to say th a t 
Americans are deficient in energy, enter­ 
prise, judgm ent, and capital. 
The fact is 
th a t th e tariff actually hinders the pro­ 
gress of our m anufactures, and so keeps 
them in leading strings, by shutting them 
out from foreign m arkets. 
Mr. Blaine’s 
pam phlet showed conclusively th a t Am er­ 
ican m anufactures are virtually excluded 
even from the countries which lie at our 
very doors, and th a t England, w ith her 
freedom of trade, has stepped in and taken 
nearly th e entire business of Brazil, Vene­ 
zuela, U ruguay, the A rgentine Republic, 
the U nited States of Colombia, Chile and 
Peru, Mexico, the Sandwich Islands, Japan 
and China. 
If we had free trade all these m arkets 
w ould be open to us, aud while our m anu­ 
factures would increase imm ensely, the 
dem and for skilled labor would be so great 
th a t no dim inution of wages need be 
feared. 
B ut as a fact our operatives could 
well afford to have their wages reduced 
tw enty percen t, if the tariff were removed, 
for in th a t case they could buy forty to 
fifty per cent, more than at present w ith 
th eir money, and therefore they wculd 
still be tw enty to th irty per cent, better 
off than now. 
Free trade would mean an 
immense stim ulus to commerce, however, 
aud all talk of its mischievous effects upon 
m anufacturing is based upon ignorance or 
worse. 
B ut after all these are only side 
issues. 
The m ain consideration is th a t a 
policy which m akes living nearly tw ice as 
costly as it need be, to nine-tenths of the 
country, for no saner purpose than to 
bolster np one-tenth, is fatuous and absurd 
as well as iniquitous. 
I t is only necessary 
to argue out the theory of Protection to its 
legitim ate end to see how irrational it Í3. 
For it m ust be taken as an initial principle 
th a t if Protection is right, all classes are 
equally entitled to it. 
B ut if it were pos­ 
sible to protect all classes equally, the 
result would be th a t no class would be 
protected at all. 
Everybody would be 
taxed for the support of his neighbor, and 
in the end nobody would be a w hit better 
off than a t the beginning. 
This would be 
Protection fully aud equitably carried out. 
In th a t case it would nullify itself. 
B ut 
since the system can only be applied par­ 
tially, it follows th a t its effects are inequi­ 
table ; th a t is to say, th a t it injures some 
to benefit others. 
Complete Protection then is im possible; 
and were it possible would be utterly 
futile. 
A ny other degree of Protection is 
inequitable, and it is only th e inequitable 
kind which is practicable. 
A ud it is the 
great class of producers which is the vic­ 
tim in this country. 
Those who produce 
staples which cannot be protected have to 
bsar the chief 
burden of th e imposts 
which are levied in the name of “ P rotec­ 
t i o n to home in d u stry .” 
Take the single 
case of steel rails in illustration. 
These 
rails have cost the 
railw ay companies 
double w hat they could have been bought 
for abroad. 
W ho pays this bill ? 
N ot the 
corporations, assuredly, bu t the people, 
who travel and ship their produce on the 
railw ays. 
The 
workingm en 
who 
are 
assured th a t Protection íb in their special 
interest have to pay tw o and three prices 
for all they w ear and use because of this 
system . 
The m anufacturers, who are in 
theory being “ built up ” by the system, 
find 
them selves 
excluded 
from 
every 
foreign m arket by it. 
Free trade would 
enable them to make a large proportion 
of their profits abroad ; b u t because they 
are confined to the home m arket they 
m ust have larger profits, and the American 
people are taxed to m ake up to them for 
the injury which this preposterous system 
produces. 
The tru th is th at even if half a century 
ago some excuse may have existed for P ro­ 
tection, it is at present a m onstrous an­ 
omaly. 
M oreover, th e rapid increase of 
population has m ade it impossible to se­ 
cure even th is fa'se form of protection 
s .ve in a few parts. 
Aw ay from New 
England protection is needed against New 
England, not against Old England. 
In 
the W est it is the com petition of the E ast 
th a t hinders the grow th of m anufactures, 
n ot 
any 
fear of 
foreign 
com petition. 
The New England m anufacturers are thus 
being supported at the 
expense of all 
other parts of the country, and to their 
m nifest injury. 
Protection in short is 
th e costliest, clum siest, m ost inequitable 
system ever devised by th e combined greed 
and stupidity of m ankind. 
I t is a system 
which a full-grow n nation ought to be 
asham ed of, w ith its unm anly aud hypocri! - 
ical pretense of weakness and instability, 
and its irrational and suicidal m ethods of 
relief. 
I t does not protect, either. 
I t re­ 
stricts the very industries it was intended 
to help. 
I t cripples them , and then it 
compels those who are not crippied to pay 
for th eir subsistence. 
W e m ust not boast 
overm uch of our enlightenm ent and pro­ 
gress so long as we cling to this m elan­ 
choly relic of barbarism . 


THE DEBATE ON THE PENSION 
BILL. 


Senator Vocrhees m ust be accorded some 
praise for th e audacity of his position on 
the Pension A rrears bill, b ut not so much 
can be said for his judgm ent. 
A sweep­ 
ing denial of the tru th of the charges 
which have been made against th e measure 
cannot serve the tu rn 
of 
its defend 
e s at this juncture. 
I t is not a ques­ 
tion of opinion on an abstract subject, in 
which it m ight be difficult to tell which of 
the disputants was right. 
I t is a matter 
of t it and figures, a n i from their logic 
there is no escape. 
Nor must it be forgot­ 
ten tha" many if not most of the charges 
against the bill have p.-xoeeded from tha 


most authoritative source extant, nam ely, j 
from the Commissioner of Pensions. 
T hat 
officer certainly m ust know a great deal 
more about th e operation of the law than 
Senator Voorhees, and he has declared th at 
at least ten per cent., and quite possibly 
tw enty per cen t., of all th e claims made 
under the law, have been fraudulent. Sen­ 
ator Voorhees cannot dismiss such a sta te­ 
m ent from such a source in a light or con­ 
tem ptuous way. 
I t m ust stand until it has 
been disproved, and it cannot be disproved 
by mere assertion. 
Again, it is an indu­ 
bitable fact th a t the claim agents did lobby 
for the passage of the bill, 
and th a t 
they 
did 
concoct 
petitions 
from 
all 
parts 
of 
the 
country 
in 
behalf 
of 
it. 
I t 
is 
a'so 
tru e 
th a t 
the 
bill w ent through th e House w ithout dis­ 
cussion, and th a t it was only slightly ex­ 
amined in th e Senate. 
A nd it is a fact 
th a t when it was being urged upon Con­ 
gress, its advocates said it would not take 
more th an $20,000,000 or §30,000 000 out of 
the Treasury, whereas it has already called 
for $'200,000,000, including the appropria­ 
tion for th e present fiscal year, and will 
certainly require nearly as much again sub­ 
sequently. 
Those who have had the chief 
adm inistration of it have declared it to 
offer the greatest opportunities for fraud. 
The enorm ity of the claims upon the T reas­ 
ury under it prove th a t it has been pro­ 
ductive of wholesale stealing. 
N either 
Senator Voorhees nor Senator Ingalls will 
ever convince th e Am erican people th a t 
th e m easure is not a bad and moat extrava­ 
gant one, or will succeed in dem onstrating 
th a t Congress acted w ith a proper regard 
for th e public interests in passing it. 
The 
plain tru th is th a t its passage was due to 
the demagogism and 
cowardice of the 
politicians of both parties, and th a t because 
of these influences it was not exam ined or 
opposed on either side.

“ latter shall only veto the appointm ents 
“ of priests w hen th ey appear to be un 
“ fitted for th eir posts.” 
The Chancellor 
has gone to CaDossa w ith a vengeance. 
In this bill th e whole field hitherto held 
by the Germ an G overnm ent is abandoned, 
and th e Pope is restored to all his original 
rights and privileges. 
I t is no longer to 
te necessary for Bishops to tak e the oath 
of allegiance ; th a t is to eay, th a t they are 
to be allowed, as of old, to pay fealty to 
Rome instead of the State. T he suprem acy 
of th e Rom an authority is abjectly ac­ 
knowledged in this 
extraordinary 
bill, 
in fact, and everything savoringof independ­ 
ence on the p a rt of the State is tam ely 
abandoned. The m onetary grants are to be 
resum ed. Foreign priests are to readm itted, 
The orders of th e V atican are to be taken 
once more in all ecclesiastical m atters. 
And w hat is Bism arck to receive in return ? 
So far as 
politics are concerned it has 
already been made apparent th at the C ath­ 
olic party refuses to ally itself w ith him. 
Indeed this failure was supposed to have 
been the explanation of his recent sudden 
change of front tow ards the Pope, and of 
the abandonm ent of th e project for an 
international Congress on th e Papal claimB. 
The Chancellor w ent the leDgth of insult­ 
ing Italy in the interest of the Papacy, 
and it was even intim ated th a t he had 
advised the pontiff to accept a tem porary 
asylum in Prussia. 
I t was believed, and 
on good authority, th a t a serious move­ 
m ent for the surrender of Rome to the 
Pope was about to be inaugurated, and 
th at the question of th e Tem poral Pow er 
m ight soon be referred to th e arbitram ent 
of the sword, w ith P ro testan t Germany 
cham pioning 
the 
Papal 
cause. 
The 
refusal 
of 
th e 
G erm an 
Catholics 
to 
accept th e overtures m ade to them threw 
a dam per upon this program m e, and Bie- 
m arck made another change of front, and 
attem pted to reinstate himself in the good 
opinion of the Italians. 
The introduction 
of the new Ecclesiastical bill now looks as 
though he had renew ed 
assurances of 
Catholic Bupport for his dom estic policy, 
for otherw ise it would be difficult to assign 
a reason for so com plete aud hum iliating a 
surrender to his old enemies. 
The meas­ 
ures which he has p u t forw ard of late, 
however, have been singularly ill-judged 
and unfortunate. 
The Im perial rescript, 
the Socialist Bchemes, th e Protectionist 
programme, have succeeded one another 
in an ascending tc ile of perversity. 
I t is 
evident th a t both the Chancellor and his 
m aster are losing th eir heads, and th a t a 
very little more of th e present line of 
action m ust bring about a serious crisis.

W a s h in g to n , January 17th.—Scoville re­ 
sumed his argument, and was a t once inter­ 
rupted by Guiteau, who had been looking 
over towards the jury for some minutes in an 
anxious, expectant manner. 
“ H adn’t I better deliver it now ?” he called 
oat. 
"O h , yes,” replied Scoville, “ I bad for­ 
gotten.” Then turning to Judge Cox, he 
said : 
“ He desires, your Honor, to prefer a 
request that he be allowed to address th eju r 
I have looked over the epeeeh he desires to 
make aiid see nothing of an objectionable 
character.” 
Judge Cox nodded a=sent, and Guiteau 
said : 
g u it e a u ’b s p e e c h . 
“ I have w ritten down what I wish to say, 
and I will read it.” 
H e then said, with con­ 
siderable emphasis : “ I intend no disrespect 
to this honorable Court. 
I intend no con­ 
troversy with this honorable Court. 
Iu gen­ 
eral, I am satisfied with the law, as proposed 
by your Honor, but I have m sgested a still 
broader view, which I a k your Honor to fol­ 
low, to w it: 
T hat if the jury believe th at I 
believed it was right to remove the President, 
because I have special Divine authority so to 
do, and was forced to do it by the Deity, that 
they account for it on the ground of transitory 
mania. Sickles, M cFarland and Hiscockwere 
acquitted on the ground of transitory mania. 
In my speech published in all the leadiog 
American papers yesterday, and which I pre­ 
sume your Honor has read, I give my reasons 
for asking your Honor to so charge. 
Reed 
made a brilliant and lawyer-like plea for the 
defense, and Scoville is making strong argu­ 
ments for his theory, but neither Reed nor 
Scoville represent me in this defense. 
I am 
here as my own counsel, and, as I said at the 
opening of the case, no one can represent me 
to that jury. 
I know my feelings and my in­ 
spiration in removiog the President, and I 
set it forth to my satisfaction in my speech 
published yeatsi (lay. and I ask your Honor, 
in the name of justice, and iu the name of 
the American people, to allow me to address 
the jury of iny countrymen when my life 
may be at stake. 
If a man ou th at jury has 
a doubt as to his duty iu acquitting me, my 
speech will probably settle him in my favor, 
and therefore, in the interest of justice, it is 
of the greatest importance that they hear me 
in my defense. 
Your Honor can decide the 
m atter, if you have any doubt as to your 
duty.” 


SCOVILLE RESUMES HIS ARGUMENT. 
Scoville began with a general ci m plaint of 
alleged unfairness on the part of the prosecu­ 
tion, particularly the Prosecuting Attorney. 
He had from the beginning prescribed who 
should visit the jail, and who should not. 
Ha had introduced persons into the prison­ 
er’s cell under a false guise to worm out his 
secrets, and when th e prisoner said anything 
which might inure to his (Corkhill’r) benefit 
the Prosecuting A ttorney has been very care­ 
ful to let it become known. 
H e complained 
of Corkhill. 
H e spoke of unfairness in de­ 
stroying the notes of the stenographer Bailey, 
so that the defense could not have the benefit 
of them. 
The conduct of the prosecution iu 
the Court-room, he alleged, was not only un­ 
fair to the defense, but was often discour­ 
teous, aud more befitting a Police Court than 
this. 
CONTINUES IDS INDICTMENT. 
Scoville unwittingly raised a smile by de­ 
claring as one couut of his indictment that 
the Guvertnent had acted unfairly in putting 
upon the stand so many witnesses to prove 
the act of killing, and going over and over 
the horror of the scene. 
Said h e : “ I declare 
that it was a shame and di-grace, the exhib­ 
itions made here by the prosecution for the 
purpose of influencing your feelings and emo­ 
tions rather than your judgm ent.” 
Corkhill (sarc isticalty)—We should have 
been more polite and sympathizing toward 
the prisoner. 
Scoville then criticised severely the course 
of the prosecution in refusing to perm it ihe 
prisoner to address the jury for a brief hour 
or two, simply because they feared th at he 
might disclose by his manner of speech his 
true m ental condition. 


C BKHILL MENTIONED. 
In alluding to the discussion on the proposi­ 
tion to allow the prisoner to speak, Scoville 
quoted the D istrict A ttorney as having eaid 
m at if the prisoner should be allowed to 
speak it should be from the dock. 
Corkhill—I said nothing of the kind. 
I 
protested agaiust his return to the counsel ta­ 
ble, and I said it would be a disgrace to have 
him speak from the dock. 
Guiteau called o u t: 
“ Well, I have been a 
good boy lately, so you’d better let me out.” 
Scoville then called his attention to the let­ 
ter written by Guiteau to ihe District A ttor­ 
ney, from which a portion had been clipped, 
as he claimed, by the prosecution, and in a 
spirit of unfairness. 
Davidge (sm iliD g)—Oh, just assume that 
one of the conspirators cut it out. 
Corkhill—I suppose what you are driving 
at is th at you want the jury to think th at I 
cut a slip out of that letter ? 
Scoville—I believe th at it was done by you 
or by your direction, fc-r the reason that you 
believed it for the interest of the prosecution. 
“ As do I,” shouted Guiteau. 
Scoville then proceeded to give the jury 
his views upon Judge l ’orter, and to instruct 
them as to how much weight they should at­ 
tach to his utterances, and as to the best 
means of counteracting the influence of his 
oratory. 
Porter, he eaid, was prostituting 
his fice attainm ents iu an effort to hang an 
insane man. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
After recess. Guiteau announced he had 
received $30,750 iu chicks to-day, and he be­ 
lieved they were ail genuiue. 
H e was in 
luck. 
Scoville proceeded to show that Guiteau’s 
tendencies were not immoral while he was 
d a lly in g with religious creeds an d the Oneida 
Coiumuuity. 
The p ro secu tio n wrere trying to 
hang him for not payiE g his board bills. 
Guiteau called out, “ I guess there a V t 
much chance of my being hung at y way.” 
Scoville continued up to the hour of ad­ 
journm ent his review of the life of the pris­ 
oner, explaining his acts iu the light of 
c tinsel's (ScovilleV) theory upon the case. 
Guiteau occasionally commented, but never 
seriously disturbed the course of the argu­ 
ment. 
Scoville spoke of the monumental assurance 
of the prisoner in naming himself in connec­ 
tion with Grant, Conkling and A rthur. 
“ I should sa y a pretty fine quartet,” said 
the prisoner. 
L ater on Scoville read from Guiteau’s 
«peech, when he again called out, “ Y<m had 
better not read any more, Scoville. 
I t will 
go dead againBt your fool theory.” 


SPECULATION AS TO THE RESULT OP THE TRIAL. 


W a s h in g to n , January 17th.—As the trial 
of Gaiteau is approaching a close, there is 
much speculation as to the jury’s verdict. 
The general impression is th at they will 
promptly return a verdict of guilty ; but 
there are some who claim that they have seen 
certain signs which indicate th at the jury 
will disagree. 
Some go bo far as to say that 
they now stand nine for conviction and three 
wavering, even naming the laUer. 
There is 
for this supposition but the siighest kind of 
foundation. 
Tnere 
is 
little 
doubt that 
should the 
verdict be guilty the prisoner 
will 
spend 
several 
months 
in 
jail 
before the execution. 
Of course the defend­ 
ant’s counsel will take theca-e np to the gen­ 
eral term, and should the trial last ever this 
week, the next generul te'ni commencing en 
M mday, the case will go to the April term, 
which runs to September. 
In this case the 
prisoner’s execuri m may be po-tponed till 
next fall. 
If the jury get the ca?e this week, 
ard find a verdict of “ G uilty,” the execution 
will take place in the spring, 


THE GUITEAU JURY.

RETAINEB-FEE 
CASE. 


The cass of D istrict Attorney Buckley 
against County Auditor Gerber, brought to 
restrain the latter from issuing his warrant 
to George CadwrJader for the 83,000 allowed 
by the Board of Supervisors as a retainer fee 
in the debris snits, has just passed another 
stage in the line of adjudication in the Supe­ 
rior Court. 
The action taken thus far is as 


follow s: 
. 
On the 28:h of Jnne last a resolution w rb 
adopted by the Board of Supervisors em­ 
ploying 
Mr. 
Cadwalader, 
and 
directing, 
in the same resolution, that the Auditor 
issue 
his 
warrant 
for 
83,000 
to 
him 
as a retainer-fee. 
U pon the resolution being 
presented to the Auditor to procure payment, 
he (the Auditor) consulted with the D istrict 
A ttorney, who advised him that he conld not 
legally issue his warrant upon the resolution. 
The demand being repeated, the D istrict A t­ 
torney applied to the Court for an injunction, 
restraining the Auditor from issuing his war­ 
rant, upon the ground that the drawing of 
the warrant was illegal, from the fact that 
no claim for services had been presented to 
the Board of Supervisors in a verified or 
itemized form, as required by law ; also, that 
the Board exceeded its authority, inasmuch 
as it had not entered into a specific contract, 
as to the full amount to be paid for services 
to be rendered. 
Upon the presentation of 
the complaint. Judge Denson issued a re­ 
straining order. 
Messrs. Edgerton and D ev­ 
lin, as counsel for claimant, moved to set 
aside the order of the Court, and also inter­ 
posed a demurrer to the complaint. 
W heu 
the m atter was argued, the motion to set 
aside was denied, the demurrer overruled, and 
defendant given permission to answer. 
Since that time the Board of Supervisors 
have entered into a specific contract in regard 
to said attorney fees, making the full amount 
to be paid 812,000, and the 83,000 “ retainer 
fee ” a portion of said amount. 
A duly 
itemized and verified bill has also been pre­ 
sented to the Board by the claimant, and or­ 
dered by the Board to be paid. 
Subsequent 
to this action upon the part of tho claimant 
and the Board, an answer to the suit was 
filed by Mr. Edgerton, as counsel for Mr. 
Cadwalader, reciting that the law had been 
complied with, in that a bill, itemized and 
verified, had been presented to the Board 
and allowed, and upon which it was asked 
that the suit be dismissed. 
To this a de­ 
murrer was filed by Grove L. Johnson and 
Freeman k Bates, as counsel, with the D is­ 
trict Attorney, setting forth that compliance 
with the law, subsequent to the bringing of 
the action, could not entitle defendant to a 
dismissal of the suit. 
This demurrer has just been argued, and 
was sustained by decision of Judge Denson. 
H e decides that while the Board of Super­ 
visors has the power to engage special coun­ 
sel and fix the rate of compensation for ser­ 
vices to he rendered, the Auditor can only 
issue his warrant upon bills duly itemized, 
verified and approved by the B oard; that 
the Board has not the power to ignore the 
form of procedure as required by law, and to 
order paym ent by resolution, as was sought 
to be done by that adopted June 23th; and 
that the presentation of an itemized and veri­

A m th e au th o r of several work? on ap­ 
plied m echanics. 
V isited Sacram ento city 
ab o u t O ctober 20, 1849. 
T a e drainage area 
of th e S acram ento valley is about 53,000 
square m iles. 
Cam e to Sacram ento in a 
ship to B enicia. 
H a d tro u b le in San P ablo 
b ay . 
G rounded th ere L r six hours, till hiyh 
tid e. 
T a e d ra ft of the ship was from four­ 
teen to fifteen feet. 
Cam e up the river 
in 
a sloop. 
A t 
Sacram ento 
we found 
six c r 
seven 
sea-going light 
d raft 
ves­ 
sels. 
T h ey were n o t ships. 
T hey m ada 
fast to th e b ank by ropes to trees and dis­ 
charged cargoes o a the banks. 
E ngaged in 
th e lum ber business here—also in a vegetable 
business. 
T here w as 
very little farm ing 
th en . 
T he Sacram ento river th en w s3 some­ 
w h a t m uddy, and the A m erican slightly di* 
colored. 
T he fl rod of 1850 rose 3 or 4 feet 
over th e b auks of ta e river here. 
The popu­ 
lation ui S acram ento then was about 10,000. 
D u rin g th e flood the people w ent to hosts, 
high lard s, and to San Francisco. 
A fter the 
flood a filthy slim e an d sedim ent covered th e 
city . 
T oe next flood wa? in 1852 3. 
I t was 
n o t so high as in 1853. 
The after condition 
of th e city was liko th a t iu 1850. 
So far as 
you could see it was a sea of w ater—probably 
to th e foothills. 
W hen I first cam e here saw 
sand deposits a t the cem etery and on P overty 
ridge, showing old floods have been higher 
th a n in 1850,1852 3 —say 17 to 18 feet higher 
th a n the fljod w ater, or 20 feet above the 
banks of the river. 
In 1849 50 the w idth of 
th e Sacram ento river w as ab o u t 700 feet, 
an d of the A m erican 400 feet, or thereabouts. 
T o carry the flood-waters of 1850 or of 1852 3 
th e river, w ith its then depth, would have had 
to be a m ile wide. 
Its discharge th en was 
ab o u t 1,000 feet per second. 
The flew of the 
riv er in 1850 was 770 380-1,000. 
H av e tested 
a profile of a crojs-section survey of the 
co u n try betw een here and D avisville. 
[Pro­ 
file offsred in evidense, 
“ S m ith’s exhibit 
6 .”] I t represents a cross section of the 
w ater-w ays through the railroad em bank­ 
m ent. 
Iu the Í1 *odof 1831 the w ater-w ay of 
th e Sacram ento was about 20,000 square feet 
in the river, 
as show n by cross-section. 
T he w ater way ia the tules betw een here and 
Davisvilie was 120,008, through the railroad 
em bankm ent. 
A bout from one-eighth to 
one-seveuth of the flood of 18S1 w as carried 
by th e river 
I t would have tak en seven or 
eight rivers like the Sacram ento to carry tho 
flood. 
I arrive a t this by th e form ulas of the 
stan d ard engineering authors and by m y own 
expirier.ee. 
If iu 1831 the high-w iter m ark 
w est of W ashington had been as high as in 
1850 the gross am ount of w ater discharged 
opposite Sacram ento would have been tw ice 
as m uch. 
T he levees on th e river retain 
th e w aters and guide them and so keep them , 
to an extent, o ut of the tu b s. 
W aters re­ 
m ain in the Sacram ento valley in fired tim es 
so long for lack of sufficient fill and outlet, 
Since 1853 I have been on the A m erican 
riv er and its w atershed. 
W as there in O cto­ 
ber, N ovem ber and Decem ber, 1881, 
I m ade 
a recounoiisanoe of different portions of the 
th e river. I began a t the Y olo bridge, thence 
u p th e left b ank of th e Sacram ento to the 
A m erican, 
thence 
to 
th e Tw elfth- treet 
bridge, thence to Folsom , touching th e river 
w herever practicable. 
I noticed the m outh 
of the A m erican was fu rth er up th an in 1849. 
T h e A m erican river form erly discharged at an 
acute angle to th e Sacram ento riv er ; now it 
enters nearly a t rig h t angles, and the effect 
is to dam up th e w aters of the Sacram ento— 
in 
fact a m u tu al dam m ing 
u p 
of 
the 
w aters of the tw o livers. 
T he tendency 
th en is to te a r aw ay th e em bankm ent? on th e 
Sacram ento river, opposite th e Am erican, 
and an oveifl )W follows. 
Saw the banks of 
th e A m erican w orn aw ay, and m uch debris 
in the river. 
T h e erosions near A lder creek 
w ere large, the banks w orn aw ay, the river 
one-quarter of a m ile wide, and its bed filled 
w ith cobbles. Saw evidences of m ining there, 
and te a r Folsom, and saw m ining going on 
a t Folsom . 
T he tailings were being em ptied 
into the river, and soma being o ut to form 
land. 
M y second section w as from Folsom to 
Placerville, m y th ird from there to Gold R un. 
Saw a'oDg these routes evidences, to a large 
ex ten t, of old gulch and placer m in in g ; some 
of the rem ains were on the ground, some in 
th e gulebes still. 
E xam ined the G old B un 
m ines ; found th e m aterial washed aw ay 
had 
been 
lighter 
th an 
th a t 
rem aining. 
T h e lower p art of th a t rent lining was oe-' 
men ted, the up p er w as pic-sed together, as it 
were. 
To rem ove the rem aining m aterial 
w ould be very d fii-u lt; ten per cent, of it 
■sight be rem ived iu the river six miles, one 
per cent, tea miles, and ouly au im percept­ 
ible q u an tity w ould reach Sacram ento, for 
the laws of suspension w ould prevent. 
The 
specific gravity of the m aterial iu th e m ine— 
the upper p art—is 2.81, the lower is 2 537 ; 
th a t is, the original m aterial before treatm en t 
in both cases. 
M aterial of 
th a t specific 
gravity cannot be carried by a tw o-m ile cur- 
reu t to any ex t-n t. 
T he area of the S acra­ 
m ento, frum Folsem to Suisun bay, is about 
2<.0 q u ire mile?. 
If all the m aterial, 000 000 
cubic yard?, displaced in th e G old R un 
m ine, was deposited from Folsom down, tho 
deposit on the 200 m ih s would m ake a till of 
1-333-Jpirt of a foot over th e whole area. 
I found no granitic form ations in the Gold 
K n n mine, nor any mica. 
T he sands in the 
G old R un m ite were barren of mica. 
Those 
in the Am ericiH river are rich in mica. 
T he 
granitic m atter cam e from the granite belt 
above A uburn. 
Slickens, sc-called, contains 
th e elem ents necessary to vegetable produc­ 
tion, and does n o t contain th e elem ents of 
disease. 
T he m atter from the G old R un 
m in e -d >es not efffct the rivers m aterially, 
or th eir navigability, or th a t of the bays, for 
no appreciable q u a n tity of it reaches there. 
K vam ’ued th e bays of San Francisco and 
San P >blo to see it any of the m aterial 
reeched there ; took soundings to see if there 
had teeu any tillin g ; was in com pany w ith a 
body of engineers and navigators then. Com­ 
pared the fourteen sounding? taken w ith those 
of the e >ast survey of 1862, and I found 
no appreciable difference. 
Took fourteen 
sam ples of the b u tt >m; found them to bo 
covered w ith m ud, grayish or dark. 
T oey 
showed no m iueral g rit or m ining se d im e n t; 
a?C3rtaioed th a t b y touch. 
T he soundings 
w ere u o t all taken in the navigable channels, 
b n t some on the sidas.

N o r did I find «0 7 sands in the Gold Run 
m ine like this. 
F ound nothing in th e bays 
of San Fraucisco or San P ablo resem bling 
this [m aterial from the Sacram ento river at 
E . Do’s’s, below and near Sacram ento city] 
N or did 1 find any -uch sand in the Gold R un 
m ine. 
These are m icaeons—th a t is not. 
A u 
eight-m ils cu rren t in the riv er w ill not re­ 
m ove a q u arry rubble stone containing a 
half a cubic foot. 
K now th a t by experience 
and the stan d ard authorities [nam ing them ]. 
[W itness a t length and in detail gave the 
technical rules and form ula for ascertaining 
the velocity and hydraulic m ean depth of 
a stream , nr.d illu strated by m athem atical 
exam ples, m aking o u t the problem s in each 
ca=e by algebraic signs. 
Iu this exempiifi -a- 
tion, according to th e claim s of counsel, he 
took tF8ue with and contradicted m athem ati­ 
cal and hydraulic statem ents of form ulas a? 
given by expert witnesses for the prosecution.] 
T hrough a tive-ineh nczz'.e, w ith 300 footpres- 
snre. w ith friction, w ater w ill be discharged 
to th e am ount of 520 m iners’ inches (flawing 
t h r ugh a mil? of pq»', as 115 feet of head i? 
consum ed by friction ia a mile of pipe.) 
T he 
transporting power of w ater is as three and 
three-quarters of the power of the velocity. 
T he m aterials from the Gold R u n m ine iu the 
A m erican river were cem ented above R ’oe’e 
bridge. 
A t W arner's bridge a horse conld be 
ridden over it, and leave no im pression of the 
feet. 
T he m aterial was found to be firmly 
fixed there. 
T h at m aterial deposited on dry 
land would not re-eem ent itself, for it would 
air-slack. 
Gold ia the G old R un m ine can 
be m ined in no other m anner th an by hy- 
dranlicking. Such is the practice in like m ines 
in ail the world, and has been from tim e im ­ 
memorial.
